What of the 
public official who allows a member or 
his family to obtain fees or benefits 
through his political influence?" 
Next, something to think about will be 


found in the precise words selected by 
President Coolidge nearly 20 years ago 
upon the subject of "Bureaucracy": 


"No method of procedure has ever 


been devised by which liberty could be 
^divorced from local self-government. 
'No plan of centralization has ever 
been adopted which did not result in 
bureaucracy, tyranny, inflexibility, re- 
action and decline. Of all forms of 
government, those administered by bu- 
reaus are about the least satisfactory 
to an enlightened and progressive peo- 
ple. Being irresponsible, they become 
autocratic, and being autocratic, they 
."resist all development. 
Unless bu- 


reaucracy is constantly 
resisted 
it 


breaks down representative govern- 
'•ment and overwhelms democracy. It 
is the one element in our institutions 
that sets up the pretense of having au- 
thority over everybody and being re- 
sponsible to nobody." 


. Having finished this subject it will be 
wise to gaze into the sad and prophetic 
eyes of Lincoln and observe his thoughts 
upon the deadly danger in a democracy of 
ambitious men: 


"If asked why, since we have pre- 


served our institutions for fifty years, 
may we not for fifty years as long, 
the answer is that there are now, and 
will hereafter be, many causes, dan- 
gerous in their tendency, which have 
not existed heretofore. 
No wonder 


our government has lasted until the 
present time—it had many props to 
support it .... 
which now are de- 


•cayed and crumbling away . . . No 
longer would the aspiring, energetic 
and daring be content with nothing 
more than a seat in congress, a guber- 
natorial or a presidential chair. 


"What! Think you these places 


would satisfy an Alexander, or Caesar, 
or a Napoleon? Towering genius dis- 
dains a beaten path. . . . It sees no 
distinction in adding story to story 
upon the monuments of others. ... It 
scorns to tread in the footsteps of any 
predecessor however illustrious." 


Lincoln's idea should be considered by 


the light of the experience of others and 
that is why something written by Presi- 
dent Cleveland, "The Man of Courage," 
just 56 years ago this fall is material to 
the thought in mind: 


"When we consider the ],<itionai;c of 


this great office, tee allurements of 
power, the temptation to retain public 
office once gained, and. more than 
all, the availability a party fmds in an 
incumbent when a horde of office- 
holders, with a zeal born of benefits 
received and fostered by the hope of 
favors yet to come, t,t;<rci ready to md 
with money and trained ;/ol *ica'. re- 
sistance, we recognize in the eligibility 
of the president for re-election the 
most serious darker tr> t!;a' calm, dc- 
hbcratc. and intelligent ar.ioji v.-h:c;i 
must characterize a jrovernir.cnt by <he 
people." 


Nor should the thoughts of the people 


upon the massive importance of our gov- 
ernment in their every day hvcs be con- 
cluded without, observing a paragraph 
written by Wendell Willkie, perhaps, by 
tomorrow; "ihe next president of the 
United States": 


"The only soil in which liberty can 


grow is that of a united people. We 
must have faith that the welfare of one 
is the welfare of all. We must know 
that the truth can only be reached by 
the expression of our free opinions, 
without fear and without rancor. We 
must acknowledge that all arc equal 
.... belflit. God and bclcre the law."

ful transformation? It was capital taking 
a risk, investors making profits, many 
millions even, and plowing those profits 
back into industry. Yes, and other in- 
vestors losing their shirts and their socks. 
Capital can't take risks and always win. 
Many a brave sailor goes down in the 
storm. 


Once upon our street proudly floated 


along cars whose names are now in the 
cemetery.—Locomobile, Kissel, Alco, Max- 
well, Pope-Toledo, Hartford, Chalmers, 
Stutz, Elco, Haynes, Winton, White, Frank- 
lin, Peerless, Fierce-Arrow and scores of 
others. 


But unless the'worker had his funds 


invested in a company that failed, its 
bankruptcy only dislocated him in a job 
for a while and then he got another. 


It was capital creating an industry 


which redrew the map of America, re- 
fashioned American economy and poured 
bountiful returns in to the worker's lap. 
Look over some of the figures. 
In 1900 


the industry's gross production was five 
million dollars worth of motor vehicles. 
In 1940 it will go about 700 times as much. 
From the motor vehicles now in use our 
various governments collect each year in 
taxes a sum approaching two billions. 
From 1900 to 1938 workers collected 84 bil- 
lion dollars in wages directly traceable to 
the automotive industry, and which would 
not have been paid except for it. And 
today nearly seven million people are em- 
ployed in the manufacture of autos, trucks, 
tires and parts, in sales and services, in 
truck and bus and taxi driving, and in the 
production of raw materials that go into 
automobiles. 
• • * 


Now we wish to put a very fair ques- 


tion—Suppose 40 years ago and ever since 
we had the thought in this country that 
our industrial system had gone about far 
and long and fast enough, that there really 
was no more opportunity worth the haz- 
ard of taking and that, above everything 
else, risking capital in a business enter- 
prise and making profits therefrom was a 
shameful sort of business, where would 
we be today? 
And particularly, where 


would labor be? 


The answer is partially made for us 


by those parts of Europe that are nearly 
the same today as they were 40 years ago. 
Their capital has been constantly side- 
tracked for the royal or vicious enterprise 
of war. And since it couldn't keep on its 
splendid purpose of producing newer, bet- 
ter and safer jobs we are privileged to 
observe what has happened instead. 


Any economy that stands still is about 


to die. 
Any laws that aim at shackling 


capital from the course of free enterprise 
are equivalent to tight belts around the 
body that suppress the heart beat, re- 
strain the lungs and delay the processes of 
digestion. 


Workers should understand the natural 


course of a free economy better than 
many of them do. And so understanding 
they would fight shoulder to shoulder 
with business and industry against the 
center thought and theme song of the pre- 
vailing rulers at Washington.

Washington—This election will go down in 


history as one of the most bitter in the past 
eighty years. Only the campaigns which re 
elected Abraham Lincoln in 1864 and Woodrow 
Wilson in 1916 can compare with it for intense 
feeling.

Passions have flared, tempers have been close 


to the surface. There has also been a 'more vig- 
orous and sometimes scorching scrutiny of the 
issues and the candidates than in any other re- 
cent election. 


In fact, some diplomats who have spent recent 


years in Europe say that this election is com- 
parable to those in France which saw the rise 
and fall of the Popular Front government. 


Real test of this election no matter who wins, 


is going to be whether the electorate can forget 
the present partisanship and settle down to a 
reasonable degree of unity. That, in fact, will 
be the real test of democracy. If Willkie wins he 
s sure to face a hostile senate. If Roosevelt wins 
he may have to cone with a Republican house 
of representatives. 


The next few months are likely to be a pe- 


riod of political cross-currents and cross-firing, 
"f the American people can rise above it, then 
democracy will be safe. It will be a severe test.

Cut One Third 


Wisconsin Campaign 
Against Disease Is 
Showing Progress 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 


Madison—The rapid advances in 


the Wisconsin fight against one of 
the most dreaded of human diseas- 
es, tuberculosis, is shown in a cur- 
rent bulletin of the state board o( 
health showing that the present 
death rate from the affliction is 
only about one third of what it was 
in 1910. 


While the death rate per 100.000 


of population 30 years ago was 103 
in Wisconsin, the present rate, based 
upon 1938 statistics, the latest pub- 
lished, is less than 30. it was shown 


In 1910 a total of 2.404 persons 


died as the result of the disease. In 
1938 the number had been reduces! 
to 899. according to the state board 
of health. 


"The record in tuberculosis." says 


the board in a review of causes of 
death in the state, "reflects increas- 
ed ^sanatorium, care, early diagno-

RACED PLANE 


A firmer once saw a man coming 


down in a plowed field by para- 
chute. He ran to the scene, and tho 
aviator asked him. "Have you seen 
my kite? I've just fallen out of it! ' 


The aviator was a test pilot and 


he had been flying his plane and 
making notes. 
His notebook had 


slipped from his knee and he had 
loosene>HHs safety belt so he could 
lean over to pick it up from the 
floor of the cockpit. 


At he leaned forward, the plan: 


'heeled over" and threw him out. 
Thanks to his parachute, he was 
saved from death. His machine set- 
tled down in a nearby woods. Al- 
though it was damaged, it was r.o: 
a total wreck. 


Another pilot, Captain Pierce-/, 


was sent aloft with a type of piano 
which often lost its wings when 
traveling at a speed of 300 miles 
an hour. He was told to find out 
whether the wings "fluttered" be- 
fore they broke off. 


After climbing to a height o! a 


few miles, he set the machine for 
a dive. Faster and faster he went, 
and saw that sure enough 
the 


wings had started to flutter. He 
made a note of it, and jus: then 
the wires which braced the wings 
began to snap. 


As the wings bent upward, the 


pilot jumped out of the cockpit. 
A second later, he heard a loud re- 
port. The wings had broken from 
the plane. 


The wreckage fell faster than the 


pilot, whose parachute had opened. 
One of the broken wings missed 
hitting him by only a few yards. 


Reaching the ground safely, Pier- 


cey turned over his notes to the 
airplane engineers. They proved of 
high value, and plans were made 
to give extra strength to the wings 
of that type of plane. 


So day after day, and week after 


week, test pilots carry on their 
work. Each time they go up, they 
risk their lives. Although most cf 
them escape, quite a number have 
been killed. 


The death of a tesf pilot means 


that a man has given his life to 
help other persons to ride in safe- 
ty. It differs from the deed of an 
aviator who performs "stunts" in 
the air just for his own excitement. 


Through the years, test 
pilots 


have learned facts about airplanes 
v.-hich have been of service to those 
who design and build airplanes. If 
it had not been for them, people 
could not now travel by air witn 
safety so much greater than was 
enjoyed a few years ago.
